1.-L- leut 
Hobson 
of Mcrrlmnc 
fame arrived 
from

XJcut. Hobson was met by a largo crowd, 
eager 
to get a gllmpso 
of 
tho 
young 
American 
hero. 
He 
was 
Introduced 
to 
a. large number of American cltlzons lrero 
and talked freely to all thoso who desired 
to Interview 
him. 
To a number 
of nenspapcr reporters, 
whom he arranged to see together, 
he 
expressed 
himself 
as willing 
to answer 
any reasonable 
questions. 
Asked as 
to 
the conditions of tho hulls of tho Isla dc 
Cuba, the Isla de Luzon and tho rest of 
the Spanish craft that went down In the 
fight of Manila bay, Lieut. 
Hobson stat 
ed that tho damage to the hulls was main 
ly tho result of six months' surgmergenca 
In tho water. 
The upper works had been 
badly damaged by firo and tho woodwork 
had been destroyed, 
whllo the Iron 
was 
twisted 
Into every conceivable 
shape 
by 
the action 
of tho heat. 
Lieut. 
Ilobson 
was then asked what, 
In his opinion, was 
the direct causo of the foundering 
of tho 
ships. 
Lieut. 
Hobson replied: 
"Why, 
the 
Spaniards 
pulled 
out 
tho 
plugs and opened the vulves. 
They sank 
the ships themselves. 
Our shell fire did 
very llttlo damage." 
"Then they wero not Injured? 
Not In 
jured below tho water line?" 
was asked. 
LteuL IIobBon 
replied: 
"Very little. 
Wo 
had practically 
done them no damage at 
an." 
Lieut. Ilobson left today for Drooklyn, 
where he will report 
to tho commandant 
and then ask for leave of absence 
If ho 
gets this he will 
go to his home In 
Ala- 
bama. 
When 
In Vancouver 
he made 
a 
very good Impression 
by his manly 
and modest demeanor. 
IIo was 
as eager as n school boy to enjoy hlmsolf.

The question of labor from careful

torian filrnbo notes the damage done in 
the earliest tlmeB by deforestation; the 
decline 
of Spain ns a great power is 
closely associated with the poverty that 
came of 
the 
alternate 
drouths 
and 
Moods resulting 
from 
the same cause. 
Centuries ago, taught by harsh experi 
ence, Japan 
began 
to conserve her na 
tive trees nnd 
now the land is 
well- - 
wooded despite the fact that timber Is 
the most valued of commodities 
there. 
The people have been taught 
to warm 
themselves over little dishes of char- 
coal; they 
have been 
obliged 
to use 
bamboo 
nnd thatch instend of lumber 
and shingles for many of their habita- 
tions; nnd ns regards fences they either 
use bamboo 
or hedges or 
they mark 
boundary lines with ditches. 
Ah a re 
sult 
of forest preservation 
Japan 
has 
few floods or drouths. 
In the wet sea- 
sons the mouses and porous earth hold 
the surplus water hack until It Hows 
away by degrees; and when long dry 
spells 
come the shnded 
ground cannot 
become 
hot nnd It continues 
to 
feed 
the springs and rivulets, maintaining 
nn equilibrium 
which 
nature 
always 
does 
when 
let alone. 
In China, 
how-ove- 
r, 
conditions ure iiulte the reverse. 
Forests 
were"' long 
ngo 
swept away; 
and now vast Hoods 
In the Yellow river 
nnd In the Yangtso alternate with fam 
ines due to drouth. 
Wecka 
ngo the Advertiser 
described 
the effect of forest denudation 
in St. 
Hclenn 
nnd an excellent article, 
from 
which 
the following 
extract 
Is taken, 
now appears 
In the Star; 
When first discovered. 
307 years 'ngo. Bt. 
Helena trni'dnimt'ly covered with a luxuri- 
ant forest vegetation, 
tho trees overhang- 
ing the seaward 
precipices 
and covering 
fiviry part of the surface 
with nn 
ever- 
green mantle. 
This indigenous vegetation 
bus been almost 
wholly destroyed, 
and 
though nn 
Immenso 
amount 
of foreign 
plants 
hnvo 
been Introduced 
and grow 
luxuriantly where tho soil remains, 
other 
parts remain denuded nnd barren nnd can 
never again be reforested. 
The cnuHo of this Is plain, and Is n les 
son to us In denudation 
if we can only 
Icnrn It. 
The rich soil formed by 
decom-pcie- d 
volcanic rock and vegotnblo depos 
its could only bu retained 
on tho 
steep 
slopes bo long ns it was protected 
by the 
egetntlun, 
to which. 
In n great part. 
It 
owed Its origin. 
When this was destroy- 
ed, the heavy tropical rains soon washed 
away tho soil nnd left a vast cxpiinan of 
bare rock or sterllo clay. 
Any one 
with 
eyes to seo can go nbout these Inlands nnd 
seo similar 
results. 
Tho causes 
of 
de 
struction hnvo been nt work a much less 
tln-.- 
than nt St. Hclenn. they aro spread 
over n greater area, so they hnvo not yet 
pioved 
ns 
disastrous, 
but they will 
do 
If they nro allowed to go on unchecked. 
Hut It Is not really necessary' 
to mar 
shal evidences. 
The case of the forests 
vs. tho destroying hand is unassailable; 
the point Is to profit by the lesson and 
do something for Hawaii before It is too 
late. 
For ninny reasons our people do 
not want Island public lands to be ad- 
ministered from Wnshlngton; but 
un- 
less proper care 
is taken 
of 
tho 
re- 
maining forests by the Territorial 
Gov 
ernment there enn be no other recourse. 
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HISTORY. 


One of the Independent party 
speak- 
ers, upon 
whom the lesson 
of Annnlns 
hns been lost, snld in a speech the other 
night thnt Cleveland 
tried 
to restore 
the Queen of Hawaii but had been 
pro-vent- 
by tho Republicans.

ment is almost misleading enough to 
have come, from John Wise, though It

Cleveland 
did

Mr. Dole said ho wouldn't, 
as Cleveland 
knew 
must be the ense, 
the President turned the question over 
to Congress. 
Both Senate nnd House 
wero Democratic and they promptly de- 
cided to let tho Provisional Government 
of Hawaii alone. 
After that a strong 
Congressional 
inovo for annexation was 
begun by Democrntlo 
Benator Morgan 
who made his 
beBt polnta 
by 
quot- 
ing, 
ngalnst 
tho Queen's 
cause, 
the 
charges moda 
by 
Democratic 
United 
States 
Minister 
Willis. 
Morgan's 
scheme 
finally 
succeeded. 
These are the frozen truths ubout the 
restoration 
Issue.

necessary to take them out of the cold 
storage of history at this time? 
They 
hnve nothing to do with the concerns 
now before the people of Hawaii, which 
nro embraced In tho questions whether 
the good times we hove all been 
enjoy-- I 
tig are to contlnuo or subside; whether 
we nro going to have a legislative gov 
ernment hero which Congress will 
op- -

adverse to Mr. Clarke, and If It Is fol 
lowed 
by the Supreme 
Court It will 
dash to the ground the hopes of a num- 
ber of Americans who came to the Isl- 
ands 
before 
they became 
a Territory 
of tho United States but who have not 
been here the necessary year to entitle 
them to vote nt the coming election, 
Clarke's case was somewhat different 
from that 
of 
tho 
others 
who 
have 
brought suits against the Hoard to 
se- 
cure the right to vote In November. 
He 
came to the Islands In 
1S96, remaining 
something over a year and then went 
awny, returning Inst October. 
When he 
applied for a certificate of registration 
he 
was

The case was argued yesterday after- 
noon before Judge Humphreys and at

tu this question mid it Is my 
opinion that the expression 'Territory 
of Hawaii,' in Section 
00 of the Organic 
Act, 
does not mean 
the 
Territory 
of 
Hawaii to nominee, 
or In the political 
sense, hut iu the geographical sense 
I 
believe and that to be entitled to regis- 
ter In the Territory of Hawaii one must 
have resided 
in the Huwallan Islands 
for one year 
preceding 
the 
time at 
which 
ho applies for registration. 
I 
believe that the words 
'preceding' 
U 
used 
In the sense of 'Immediately 
pre- 
ceding.' 
That 
la the dellnltlnn of tho 
word as given 
in the Standard Diction- 
ary and I believe that it Is the correct 
one.

Is not changed by 
the fact that 
In another section of tho 
Act a person lu required to reside In u
